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Convention at Kansas City 


The Holstein-Friesian Association returns to Kansas City, 
Mo. on June 1-2 for its 63rd annual convention. Kansas City 
had the honor of entertaining the Association for its annual 
convention in 1922. This was the first convention to be held 
under our present delegate system, and many matters of rather 
fundamental importance were decided. 


The Missouri and Kansas Associations are jointly acting 
as hosts, and are planning very energetically to do a fine job 
of welcoming back the national visitors after this 26 year 
lapse. The Holstein industry has made great strides in this 
territory in the past quarter century and it is recognized as 
one of the “hot spots” of Holstein enthusiasm today. On our 
cover we present pictures of national officers and the local 
committee chairman. Other committee workers are listed 
elsewhere. The centerpiece of the cover shows one of the 
great cows of the breed. This cow represents the famous Clyde 
Hill herd, where convention visitors will be guests on Monday 
afternoon of convention week. 


As the previous national convention at Kansas City in 1922 
did much work of lasting importance, so is the prospect for 
1948. 


The most important proposal on the agenda is to set up 
the position of Executive Secretary to serve in the capacity of 
General Manager of the Association, under responsibility to 
the Board. His duties would include supervision of all activ- 
ities of the Association. The Treasurer, who would now be 
made the chief accounting officer, would be responsible to 
him (and both offices still permitted to be held by.the same 
man). The Director of Extension Service would be responsible 
to him directly, under advice from the appropriate committee 
of the Board, and the Advanced Registry would likewise be 
under his supervision, with the time-honored title of Superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry discontinued. 


The Executive Secretary would also have the responsibility 
now vested in the Chairman of the Finance Committee to ap- 
prove all expenditures made by the Association. It has long 
been an administrative montrosity to require approval by the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, of all disbursements, of 
every name and nature, including even travel expense vouchers 
for fieldmen and special committees. Our present Finance 
Chairman has somehow found the time to perform this task 
and in no routine way!) but few chairmen would want to 
assume that burden of detail. 


KANSAS CITY MUNICIPAL AIR TERMINAL 
Located five minutes from downtown district. Kansas City skyline in the backgrounds. 
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We have no doubt that the business of our Association 
has now reached a size and complexity where such a change 
in management responsibility is very desirable. It is not a 
new suggestion, having been under intermittent discussion for 
the past 10 years. This is the first time a concrete proposal 
has been brought forward for action. We would expect—and 
hope—this set-up would greatly reduce the detail of operation 
now required to be passed upon by the Board. 


The amendments to effectuate the change were approved 
by a special committee of the Board, set up to consider the 
matter. For the most part, we think they have done a fine job. 


Running down through the list, we note that it is now 
proposed to have the Board designate the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee. Previously the committee elected its 
own chairman. This change is clearly desirable, as the chair- 
man of the Executive Committee will run the show in the 
event of the incapacity of the executive secretary. The dis- 
continuance of the title of Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
will bring mixed feelings, particularly to older members who 
recall the fact that in the 63 years of the existence of this 
Association only three men have held that office—Solomon 
Hoxie, Malcolm Gardner and Horace W. Norton, Jr. Their 
consecutive terms of service in that capacity span the life of 
the Association to date. For nearly half of this period the 
superintendent of Advanced Registry was a member of the 
Board of Officers, carrying equal voice with the directors in 
management of the Association. In 1914 the Asociation was 
re-incorporated under the New York Membership Corporations 
law, under which the responsibility was vested in an enlarged 
Board of Directors (9 members at that time, increased to 16 
in 1919). Not until 1920 were the positions of secretary, treas- 
urer and superintendent of Advanced Registry made appointive 
by the Board. Previously these were elective offices. 


It is probably appropriate to discontinue the title~ now 
that the now organizational set-up reduces the position to the 
status of a department head. Let us not have any doubts, how- 
ever, about the continuing importance of the department itself. 
The title of Director of Extension Service is to be discontinued. 
This seeming inconsistency may be explained from the fact 
that this title has no comparable historic significance. 





Another amendment gives permission to omit name and 
address of breeder and owner in future Herd Books. This sub-

Benedictine Sisters Have Developed 


An Amazing Holstein Herd 


By Fay Barney 


“The love of animals comes from within 
and he who has that love is indeed for- 


tunate.” 


This sentiment expressed in a story in 
4 western magazine applies most fittingly 
to those who have been responsible for 
the development of the notable Clyde 
Hill herd of Missouri. To be somewhat 
more exact, the word “he” should be 
changed to “they.” Because it is obviously 
through the combined efforts and the 
conscientious care of the industrious 
herd manager, Joe Gemmeke, and of the 
Sisters of the Benedictine Convent of 
Perpetual Adoration that the wonderful 
record of Clyde Hill has been made. 
Clyde Hill holds the All-Time record on 
HIR for herds of 31 to 50 cows—590.4 
lbs. fat for 39 cows. 

It was 30 years ago that the Sisters 
brought their first purebred Holsteins 
from the St. Mary’s College herd, St. Mary’s 
Kansas. However, it was not until 10 
years ago that the Clyde Hill name was 
taken for the farm and “Clyde Hill” 
adopted as a herd prefix. (The farm 
is on a hillside adjoining the small village 
of Clyde, Nodaway county, Missouri.) 

Zuba 

Virtually the queen at Clyde Hill is 
Zuba Amarilla King De Kol, most af- 
fectionately known to all of those at this 
institution as “Old Zuba.” She is now 
nearing the close of her 13th lactation. 
She was not tested in the first two peri- 
ods but in 10 lactations, plus 232 days, 
has to her credit 6,735 Ibs. of fat, 
207,781 lbs. milk. Zuba and the rest of 
the herd, including the herd sires, are 
all home-bred. In fact this is true for 
three generations back of Zuba who is 
the oldest member of the herd. 

This grand old Excellent cow is by a 
double grandson of K P O P that sired 
only a few heifers before he became 
sterile. Zuba is his only tested daughter. 
Starting on test in DHIA as a 4-year-old

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Zuba’s first two tests were on 2X. It was 
during the early part of her second test 
that she jumped a fence and tore 
her udder so badly that it was necessary 
co dry her off when she had been milking 
only a few months. Notwithstanding, her 
first 5 lactations in DHIA total 2,535 Ibs. 
fat. In her next 5 lactations on HIR 
she made 3,575 and this year promises to 
be her highest. Her 14-year-old record 
of 766.4-lbs. fat is her best to date and 
she now has 625-lbs. fat in her first 232 
days, age 15 years, 9 months, milking 
over 100 lbs. a day with 116 Ibs. fat in her 
best month. 

But this longevity is just one of Zuba’s 
qualifications for fame. Her first two 
calves were daughters by the now famous 
Rock River Hengerveld Al, one of these 
the well-known Excellent “Elsie” with 
over 800 of fat and the other “Fanny,” 
VG. with 766.3 lbs. fat. Both of these 
cows head large families in the Clyde 
Hill herd. Another full sister, “Rosetta,” 
is now making a nice first calf record. 
There are better than 30 descendants of 
Zuba in the herd through the direct 
female line. 

In between “Fanny” and “Rosetta,” 
Zuba produced 7 different sons. The 
first two, unfortunately, were vealed. 
Four of-those following were by Rock 
(full brothers to “Elsie” and “Fanny.”) 
Of these full brothers, one, now 6 years 
old, is the leading sire at Clyde Hill. He 
is familiarly known as “Junior” (C H 
King Fobes Piebe.) He is Excellent and 
his first daughter, (VG), has finished her 
first lactation with 635 Ibs. fat and is 
again fresh making 106 Ibs. of fat in her 
first month. 

Two full

older and one younger, are at the state 
institutions of the Nebraska Board of 
Control. Six daughters of the older one 
average 530 Ibs. fat at 2 years, 5 months, 
also score 89.2 in heifer form.

The bull Joe 
brought home soon met with a fatal acci- 
dent. And, in the meantime, the neigh- 
bor had failed to make any price agree- 
ment on Rock. So, Rock finally came 
into service at Clyde Hill and proved to 
be “The Sire.”

things to come. 


In 1939, Sir Bess Ormsby Tidy Fobes 
was purchased at the Elkhorn sale. He 
was a 918-lb son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
73rd (Rock was from a daughter of 
S B OF 22nd.) This sire later went from 
Clyde Hill to Topeka State Hospital and 
Kansas State College herds. Five of his 
daughters and a son have an average 
classification score of 85.8, 15 daughtes 
average 593 Ibs. fat at just over 4 years, 
and he is expected to qualify for Gold 
Medal. Two of his best daughten, 
“Maid” and “Queen,” are from Fanny, 
one of Zuba’s daughters. His son, Clyde 
Hill Elsie Tidy Lad (VG), from Elsie, Ex- 
cellent Rock daughter, is proving to be 
a very popular sire with his sons in 
great demand and one of his young 
daughters bringing over $1,000 at the 1% 
state sale.

Another bull was “sampled” for a few 
months last fall, King Hester Burke Orms- 
by, a grandson of “Cocky” (Los Robles 
Ormsby Gerben Lyons) from “Cricket,” 
the inbred Excellent daughter of Burke.

Honors won by Clyde Hill 

Clyde Hill has received its 7th Progres- 
sive Breeder Award. The first HIR aver- 
age was 479 Ibs. fat, increasing to 508 the 
next year, dropping back to 485 of fat 
in 1944. Since then, they have averaged 
547 Ibs. or better each year. The latest 
awerage is 552 of fat with the 590-lb av- 
erage reached the previous year. 
® Atthe outbreak of World War II, when 
three experienced young hand milkers 
had to leave for the army on short no- 
tue, it was a tough battle to get the cows 
milked. Anybody and everybody (inex- 
perienced) had to be put to milking, and 
amy cows with blemished udders today 
date back to this bad experience. Finally 
it was necessary to install a milking ma- 
chine and, had it not been for the Sis- 
ters of the institution taken over the 
milking, the herd would have had to be 
dispersed. It is to them that Joe gives 
most of the credit for the comparative 
freedom from udder troubles in the 
herd and the fine increase in production 
from year to year. . 

Heading that contingent of quiet, care- 
ful workers, is Sister M. Ligouri who 
handles all the registrations, knows every 
animal in the herd, its ancestry and life 
history. The sincere interest of the Sis- 
ls in the herd was explained to me 
something like this, “It is not the mate- 
ial gain nor the building up of a fine

Handling the Herd 


Joe Gemmeke came to Clyde Hill in 
1923 and has been manager of the herd 
since 1930. Just recently he has had the 
assistance of three capable young men, 
Luke Reid, who returned a year ago, was 
with the herd before going into service. 
On getting his discharge, Luke went over 
to Professor Davis at the University of 
Nebraska for a refresher course before 
returning to Clyde Hill. 


Another assistant is Jerry Houlton who 
came to Clyde Hill last fall after dispers- 
ing his own herd near Sabetha, Kansas. 
The third one is John Fick who came 
early this spring and who is taking 
great pride in taking over one of the 
milking sections. Joe says all of these 
boys handle the cows as though they were 
their own animals. Luke, Jerry and Joe 
are all Graham School graduates. The 
herd has been T. B. accredited since 
1925 and free of Bang’s since 1933. 

As to his feeding methods, Joe says, 
“One pound of homemade balanced 
grain ration is fed to four pounds of 
milk; mature cows, not over 18 pounds 
and first calf heifers not more than 12 
pounds.” All the cows make their rec- 
ords in stanchions, but are milked three 
times daily by machine, with a few ex- 
ceptions. The hay is alfalfa and mixed 


. timothy and clover with Atlas Sorgo sil- 


age. The cows are out on blue grass and 
mixed pasture and have access to Balboa 
rye pasture in the fall and early spring 
when the season permits. 


In charge of the farming operations and 
herds for the past 25 years is Sister M. 
Josephine. Ernie Clark most truthfully 
said of her, “She has accomplished an 
amazing achievement of fine farm manage- 
ment which has included the building up 
of the land and pastures to a high state 
of fertility, the erection and maintenance 
of an impressive set of modern farm 
buildings of the best construction, and 
the establishment and development of 


outstanding herds of registered Holsteins 
and Aberdeen Angus.” 
The Breeding Program 

A brief study of the herd sires reveals 
that all three are descendants of Zuba 
and of Rock. Further, this concentration 
of Rock and Zuba shows the pedigrees 
of most of the young animals in the herd 
with 3 crosses to Rock and 3 to Zuba, 
others with 2 to Zuba and 4 to Rock. The 
accompanying amateur pictures give some 
idea of the success of this program. El- 
sie’s little son by her own full brother, 
Junior, has his six nearest dams all Ex- 
cellent with 92.5 average score. 

However, it must not be assumed from 
the above that all of the good ones at 
Clyde Hill are descended from Zuba. 
There are other daughters of Rock and 
of U. S. Bess Burke Princess Della De 
Kol that would make up a herd any 
breeder would be proud to own and show. 

We have mentioned the other high 
record daughters of Rock; Fama and Ver- 
sa are two others over 800 of fat and 
Polly, Excellent, near 800 of fat, is the 
one that is now at John Holser’s where it 
is hoped she may produce a son from 
Sensation Marathon Lad for a future 
Clyde Hill sire. Another near 800 Rock 
daughter is Farina whose daughter by 
Junior’s full brother was taken by Hick- 
ory Creek in the 1947 Curtiss Candy 
Classic at $5,000. And Stelletta is the Rock 
daughter that was consigned to the same 
sale and who came down with acetonemia 
and was withdrawn from the sale—(it 
is her son by Transmitter they are just 
starting to use.) 


The Bess Burke cross with Rock has 
produced some of the nicest individuals, 
namely, Daisy, (her son by Junior at Ram- 
say’s in Nebraska) and Perfect (VG), with 
a son by Rock that was Grand Champion 
for Joe Gersick at the 1947 Colorado 
State Fair. Aurora Bess Burke Mercedes 
is another of the Bess Burkes whose son 
by Rock sired the Excellent full sisters, 
“Mabel” and “Madge.” Still another is 
Lobellia Bess Burke (Excellent) with over 
175,000 lbs. milk, she is just one of his 
many daughters over 100,000 Ibs. milk. 

One could go on indefinitely about the 
development of the families and some of 
the superior individuals at this institu- 
tion.

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Mr. President, Officers, Directors, and 
Members of The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America: 


It is my distinct privilege to report for 
the tenth year activities of the Extension 
Service of The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. Each successive year 
has witnessed progress measured in mem- 
bership in the Association, number of 
organized Holstein clubs, and not only 
number of animals sold at public auction, 
but successive years have (with a single 
exception) during the entire ten-year pe- 
riod, witnessed a higher income to our 
breeders from sale of “seed stock.” The 
culmination of this appreciation of regis- 
tered Holstein-Friesian cattle in the mar- 
ket place resulting, during 1947 for which 
period we are now reporting, in the high- 
est average price per head ever paid at 
public auction for registered Holstein- 
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Friesian cattle in the United States. 
When 14,926 head were sold in 238 sales, 
in 29 states at a per head average of $418. 
This set a new all-time “high” for our 
breed. (See World, February 7, 1948.) 


During 1947 the price paid for regis- 
tered Holstein-Friesian cattle as com- 
pared with even high-grade Holsteins 
widened (as it has during each of the 
past ten years) to give our breeders of 
purebred cattle even greater increment 
from the “second cash crop in the barn” 
represented by the registered offspring 
from their herd made available to the 
buying public as seed-stock. Although 
but one sale of registered Holstein-Fries- 
ian cattle dropped below the $200 aver- 
age ($195.40) sales managers report set- 
tlement almost 100% on a cash basis, 
which indicates a sound industry. 


From the angle of financial return from 
a registered herd of Holsteins, 1947 sales 
emphasized the appraisal by buyers of 
record production backing throughout a 
pedigree and the fact that “a purebred 
should look the part.” There has not 
been a year when par-excellent type and 
sound production backing paid off more 
handsomely. 


One of the major efforts of the Exten- 
sion Service, including more service to 
breeder-managed sales, has been to bring 
would-be buyers in contact with breeders 
having surplus seed-stock for sale. 


Trade-in Value 


A contributing factor to the basic 
soundness of the market for registered 
Holstein-Friesian cattle rests in an ever- 
increasing appreciation by purchasers of 
the security afforded by high trade-in for 
beef value of the big, heavy white-tal- 
lowed Holstein carcass at all levels from 
high premium veal to the cow whose 
milking days are at an end. Even with 
price average per head at an all-time 
high, the beef value of culled cows ran 
consistently 50% or more of the $418 
average at auction. No other breed can 
make that claim or any substantial part 
of it. 


Perhaps an all-time beef value for a 
registered dairy animal was set when 
Pellissier Dairy Farms, Whittier, Cali- 


MEASURE OF HOLSTEIN ACTIVITIES IN THE UNITED STATES 


Report of Director of Extension Service 


fornia marketed a 9-year-old registered 
Holstein-Friesian bull in the Los Angeles 
stock yards and brought home a cheg 
for $605. 

With an ever-increasing gamble jp. 
volved in the purchase of beef+ 
feeder steers, all dairymen with building, 
labor, and managerial setups forbidding 
expansion of the milking herd, may wel] 
consider investing the farm surplus feed 
in Holstein steers as the limitation on the 
availability of beef-bred feeder steers may 
be considered a permanent situation, 


New Buyers 


An analysis of the distribution of new 
buyers pays a great compliment ‘to the 
popularity of the Holstein-Friesian cow 
in the areas where the breed is at this 
time most concentrated. With a further 
development annually of the soils con- 
servation program, calling as it does for 
increased acreage of grasses for hay and 
pasture, the dairy industry is expanding 
rapidly into areas which have been pre- 
dominantly cash-crop states. 


That the Holstein cow is appreciated 
as the world’s most efficient converter of 
grass and hay to milk is indicated by an 
analysis of the new buyers.

HOLSTEIN CLUBS 


An all-time high was recorded at the 
end of 1947, both for number of organ- 
ied Holstein clubs functioning through- 
out the nation and their total member- 
ship. How closely the purebred Hol- 
sein-Friesian cattle breeding industry is 
organized for further expansion and im- 
provement of the breed is indicated by 
the fact that during 1946-47, 15,610 mem- 
bers of The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America registered or transferred pure- 
bred cattle on the books of the Association 
and during the identical period 13,310 
of these members were affiliated with 
state or regional Holstein clubs. Mem- 
bership in Holstein clubs was available to 
Holstein breeders in all except 7 states 
not included in the territory covered by 
the $44 active Holstein clubs functioning 
throughout the nation- in 1947.

Milk Marketing Activities 


For years a paradox has existed in tne 
Pacific Coast and Intermountain staivs 
in regard to milk pricing formula. While 
this area is acknowledged as among the 
most progressive and advanced in adop- 
tion of modern business procedure, the 
pricing of fluid milk has remained on a 
basis justified only during pioneer days 
when cream was the commodity sold. 
During 1947 forward-looking milk mar- 
keting control officials in both Oregon 
and Washington promulgated orders in- 
augurating a hundred-weight basis for 
pricing fluid milk and the wide accep- 
tance of this method may well mean the 
passing of the unfair and ut‘erly un- 
scientific direct-ratio-to-fat basis of settle- 
ment for fluid milk. 


Roadside Advertising 


During 1947, 774 roadside signs carry- 
ing the likeness of the true type Holstein- 
Friesian cow and designating the farm 
before which it was located as a breeder 
of “purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle” 
were distributed over 41 states. Delivery 
of signs has been stepped up by the 
American Art Works and 500 signs have 
been ordered “made ready” for our 
breeders to order out during 1948. 

As an all-time high for tourist travel 
by automobile is freely predicted, no 
breeder whose herd has reached the point 
where the “second cash crop in the barn” 
is available for sale can afford to be with- 
out a suitable farm identification. 


Summarized Proof 

For many years the Extension Service 
has desired that a Hand Book summary 
of the achievements and progress of the 
Holstein-Friesian breed in the United 
States, accompanied by a brief but vivid 
description of the breed improvement 
projects undertaken by The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, stating 
their aims, functions, and operational 
procedure be summarized in a_ well-in- 
dexed reference piece. 

Professor James Osborn, whose develop- 
ment of Whirlwind Hill Farm, Walling- 
ford, Connecticut from “scratch” has at- 
tracted international attention, was en- 
gaged by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America to develop this creative 
piece of Holstein literature. 

Under his able editorship, the Holstein 
Hank Book became a reality during 1947. 
No piece of literature pertaining to the 
Holstein-Friesian breed has equalled the 
appearance or substance of Professor Os- 
born’s contribution to the literature of 
the breed. 


As the year closes, the first edition 
sold at 25 cents a copy, to breeders for 
distribution among their customers and 
prospects, is reaching the vanishing point. 
A reprint of this superb piece will make 
it possible for The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America to fill the orders of 
all breeders desiring to use this master- 
ful summary of the achievements of the 
breed and the Association’s program to 
enlighten” prospective breeders. 

Allotment Extension Funds to States 

During 1947 Kentucky Holstein breed- 
ers voted to accept national field service 
in lieu of allotment of transfer earnings 
and Fieldman John Morris was assigned 
to that territory. The following states 
operated offices and maintained one or 
more full-time fieldmen to serve their 
breeders and promote the extension pro- 
gram within their respective states.

PAGANOK 

Curious to find out more of Paganok 
and its “comeback Trail”, I drove in to 
Hannibal, Missouri (this is Mark Twain’s 
old home town) only to find that Jack 
Meyer was over across the river at one 
of the Illinois farms and that his father, 
Scott, and brother, Bill, were in Colum- 
bia. However, Mrs. Meyer assured me 
that the milking herd, or most of it, 
was at the Palmyra, (Missouri), farm 
where Charles Riehm and his son, Ver- 
nell, could show me the cattle. 

Back in 1945 when 9 out of 12 Paganok 
farm operators and hands were drafted 
and the two Meyer boys had already 
served three years as naval lieutenants, 
Scott held a sale of 180 head at Han- 
nibal. But within a year, both Jack and 
Bill were out of the Navy and the job of 
rebuilding the herds was started and has 
been progressing steadily since. 

On backtracking to Palmyra, I found 
Mr. Reihm and his son who are jointly 
interested with the Meyers in that herd. 
Here I was particularly interested in the 
few remaining daughters of Sir Ormsby 
Posch Perfection (I'd had his dam, 
Hulda DeVries Ormsby, out with the 
Maytag show herd as a_ two-year-old— 
1930.) One of the daughters of this bull, 
it will be recalled, Magda by name, made 
last year 1029 of fat on 2X, HIR. I 
learned that Bill Meyer had taken quite 
a beating from young Vernell on a little 
wager they had on while Vernell was 
running this cow on test. 

Another daughter of the same sire, 
Fancy, made a national HIR record of 
879 of fat, 2X, as a junior 4-year-old. It 
is her son, Paganok Stardust, that is now 
in service. Paganok Gingerbread Man 
has some attractive daughters and his 
proving, 10 pairs, is 557 of fat, 305 days, 
2X. 

The herd has considerable Admiral 
and Crescent Beauty breeding. Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes of Rock was one of the

his double grandson is now in service. 
tional 
Posch and Maytag’s old Hulda show cow. 
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former sires, also his grandson, Jule King 
Fobes, with 4 Excellent daughters. A re- 
cent addition at Paganok is the 3-year-old 
bull, Crescent Beauty Glory, maternal 
brother to Allen Hett’s noted Gloria 
heifer, nominated for All-American. Since 
my visit there, eight daughters of Sensa- 
tion Marathon Lad have been brought 
in from the Covell dispersal, Glen Falls, 
N. Y. 

Scott Meyer came on the board of di- 
rectors last year at Springfield. He is 
also president of the Missouri state as- 
sociation. He and the boys are operating 
a total of 2250 acres, 3 farms in Illinois 
and the balance in Missouri. The HIR 
average last year was 483 lbs. fat. 


The Hartman Herd 

A prominent Michigan breeder, on see- 
ing the Arthur Hartman herd near Bar- 
nard, Missouri, is said to have remarked, 
“If that man Hartman had these cattle 
on a main highway with a good set of 
buildings, he’d be sitting on top of the 
world.” 

The Hartman place is about 20 miles 
southwest of Clyde Hill. The herd is 
small but very select and the owner has 
just been awarded the Progressive Breed- 
er plaque*, making a score of 85 points 
on 10 head; the average production the 
past three years was 456, 459 and 433- 
Ibs. fat. 

My first meeting with Arthur Hartman 
was at the 1947 Missouri State Fair. I 
reported at that time, “Although Arthur 
Hartman won a single blue, he did suc- 
ceed in winning™5 reds and these were 
all in classes which were the largest and 
in which the competition was keenest.” 
The blue was on a two year old heifer 
and she was a strong contender for senior 
champion female. 

This heifer is a daughter of Clyde Hill 
Hengerveld Burke Al, one of the 4 dif- 
ferent sons of Rock River Hengerveld 
*(Missouri’s other PBs are Clyde Hill, 
University herd and Maynard Burns of 
Rogersville.)

out of Aurora Bess Burke Mercedes and 
the oldest one sired the 963-lb. Mabel 
Speckle Aurora that was third at Water. 
loo and second at the Royal for Franlo 
in 1946.. Mabel was made Excellent in 
the Hartman herd and her full sister, 
Madge, was made Excellent for Grover 
Meyer. 


The Hartman herd was started from 
females secured from the Abbey at near- 
by Conception. Arthur has a daughter of 
“Mabel” with 540-lbs. fat in 300 days, 2 
years, and his 9-year-old, Gertie Ilona 
Aurora, twice over 700 of fat, has a son 
that is also at Franlo. 


Buster Burke, the 4-year-old sire of 
the younger animals, was at Arthur’ 
father’s place across the road; he will be 
classified soon and should do all right. 
He is a son of old Rock out of “Mabel.” 
Another good bull was C H Hector Rock, 
there at the farm. His first calves were 
just arriving; he is by Rock and is a full 
brother to the $1900 “Nellie” and to 
“Verona” that topped the 1943 state sale. 

This development of the Hartman herd 
has been somewhat of a family affair 
and Arthur has had the close coopera 
tion of Mrs. Hartman and the daughters,

Continued from a previous issue. 


You see many beautiful things in Den- 
mark. While there you visit some live- 
stock shows. In Varda, which is a town 
on the west coast of Jutland, we attended 
a Junior Livestock Show. There you see 
a wonderful Junior Livestock Show which 
includes horses and cattle of all breeds, 
swine and poultry. At this show there 
were 1275 entries. You also see a rather 
large exhibit of agricultural machinery 
mostly of American known make. Again 
we visited a fair, or rather a livestock 
show, at Aalborg which is up in the 
northern part of Jutland. There you see 
the Age as well as Junior exhibit. You 
attend that for two days. You see they 
are judging on the true Danish method 
in which production has a great bearing 
in the placing of the animals. You see 
a rather critical judging of horses and 
the different breeds. As you know, Den- 
mark has a production of approximately 
60,000 colts annually. Before the war 
they had an export of horses mainly to 
Germany which is now going to Poland. 
As of October Ist they had, exported 
40,000 farm horses to Poland. At this 
Livestock Show they had 820. entries. 
There were 26 entries of stud horses, 
67 of the Danish Holstein bulls, 2 of the 
Holland breed, and out of the Danish 
red bulls there were 32. There was a 
total exhibit there in cattle alone of 622 
head. 

Near Aalborg is where the Danes from 
this country established an American 
memorial called Reabel Bakke. There 
the Danes celebrate the 4th of July. This 
year there was an attendance of about 
40,000 of Danish Americans and also of 
Danes who had lived in this country for 
a number of years. It is a symbol of 
great love for the many blessings to the 
emigrant who left Denmark and found a 
home and security in the United States. 

While in Denmark of course you visit 
Copenhagen, their capitol city, where 
approximately one and a quarter million 
people of the four million people of en- 
tire Denmark live. Whether it is in 


Copenhagen or in the country, or in the 
economical 


smaller towns, their 
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trans- 


portation is the bicycle. It is to them as 
the first Ford was to the people of the 
United States—the poor man’s vehicle of 
travel. 

In Copenhagen you see some marvel- 
ous museums, which date clear back to 
the Twelfth century. You visit one of 
the greatest establishments of beer and 
soft drinks, (Carlsburg) which was found- 
ed and established under a Dane named 
Jacobsen. After the passing of the family 
the establishment was willed to the state 
and it is operated under a trustee founda- 
tion. The profits of this establishment 
are used for the advancement of science 
and art. On the campus is located Niels 
Bohr, the famous scientist of the atomic 
bomb. The capacity of this establish- 
ment is 34% million pints of beer a day. 
You also visit the Royal Agriculture Col- 
lege, in Copenhagen, under the leader- 
ship of K. Skovgaard and his assistant, 
Erick Kristensen. You go through the 
veterinary establishment of research and 
note the advancement that they have 
made in veterinary science as to vaccine 
for the cure of present day disease in ani- 
mals. It is a treat for a farmer to visit 
such an establishment. The leadership 
is very courteous and obliging. You ask 
them any questions and they have the 
answer. I appreciated this visit very 
much. 

You will find hospitable people, not in 
a hurry, have time to sit down and talk 
and enjoy it. With their tempo in labor- 
ing you take time off and enjoy life. 
Patriotism is the first thing that you real- 
ize is the motor vehicle under which each 
country in Europe is so enthusiastic. 
Over that they will sacrifice a good many 
things for the love of the country. And 
for anyone in this country to believe that 
we can plant our democracy in place of 
their method of country love we have 
a mistaken idea. 

You will find, too, that Denmark is 
quite socialized, with socialized medicine, 
with practically all of their natural re- 
sources owned, controlled and operated 
by the Government. If you are elected 
to Congress the first think you do is to 
sign the pension roll. When you retire 
you are on pension. With the population 
of Denmark of four million they have 
five parties which means that no one

party is large enough to form what we 
term a cabinet. Therefore, the minori 
party becomes the ruling Party, gener. 
ally to the detriment of the people. Ip 
the recent election the cabinet was con. 
trolled by what we call the Democrats, 
At the election the Communists lost 
half of their representatives which wen 
over to the Socialists and they became 
the leading party and have now formed 
a cabinet with the result of increase in 
taxes. : 

With all of the political upheaval jp 
Europe after the war, and up to this 
time, there seems to be a trend of mov; 
from the left to the right, which shoul 
make for more stability in some of the 
countries than there was before. 

Coming back to the socialized form of 
enterprise in Denmark, all of the profits 
have pretty well been squeezed out of any 
accumulation in order to maintain the 
socialized system of government. The 
average farm of Denmark is approximate. 
ly between 7 and 8 Danish hectares, Ip 
agriculture, and the manufacturing of 
the milk, the buying of the raw materia 
for cattle feed, the handling of fertilizer, 
the buying of the housewives’ groceries 
and things of that nature is all operated 
through co-operatives, which is necessary 
in order to maintain a living standard on 
a proper amount of calories to maintain 
a living. You find that a farm is a 
identity which cannot be changed. You 
cannot buy another farm and operate the 
two as one farm; they must be operated 
as an individual enterprise. If you buy 
another farm you cannot remove the 
buildings from that farm and then w» 
nex them into one farm. One family 
farm which was set up in the twentis 
has been mentioned in California in the 
development of the Central Valley Pro 
ject as a family unit. You will find tha 
unit is too small today due to. the cm 
of increased taxation, increase of living 
and advance of times. Therefore no on 
can provide for any future of a family 
size farm, so a family can. be maintained 
today and 25 years from today on th 
same basis without subsidy. 

Any country which becomes social i 
all its phases may find contentment with 
in the country. However, you would

ject was discussed in detail in our May | issue. The preposed 
change will apparently make substantial savings im cost of 
preparing and issuing the Herd Books, sufficient perhaps to 
justify the omission of this information. A list of prefix name 
owners, with their addresses, will be given, we understand, thus 
identifying the breeders of all animals that are named with 
a prefix. 

Another amendment would strike out the present require- 
ment that the secretary notify each member of the time when 
a volume is ready. In practice we imagine the secretary has 
been using his own discretion in this matter, as a complete 
circularization on Ic postcards would cost more than $370 for 
postage alone for each volume issued. 

Another amendment re-words the present by-laws with 
regard to registration privileges to breeders in foreign countvies. 
The new proposal will limit this service to residents of fereign 
countries in which facilities for registry and transfer are not 
available. Many foreign herd books have been established 
since the by-law was originally written, so it would seem to us 
the amendment is now entirely proper. 

Changes are recommended in regard to imspection of im- 
ported animals, the principal effect of which is to leave to the 
discretion of the Board of Directors the fixing of inspection 
fees. _ This applies to imports other than from Canada. 

Length of name is slightly restricted under a proposal to 
limit to a total of not more than thirty letters, numbers, 
characters and spaces. The previous rule permitted thirty 
letters, not including the numeral affixed and not counting 
spaces. The limitation will not be burdensome to breeders 
generally. 

A few changes in fees are proposed. Transfer where no 
actual sale has been made would be $1.00 (Present fee 50 
cents). This refers to cases of the death of a member or is to 
a member of one’s own immediate family, or to or from an 
incoming or retiring partner. It applies only to members of 
the Association. The charge for duplicate certificates of regis- 
try is proposed to be raised from 50 to $2.00. As the charge 
for an original registry starts at $1.50, the duplicate charge 
seems plenty high on the face of it. Doubtless the secretary 
can explain whether the issuance of a duplicate requires more 
or less time than an original. 


The specified fees for chart pedigrees are now proposed 
to be fixed by the Board of Directors. The present fee is $1.00 
for 4 generations; $3.00 for 6 generations. (These are not com- 
plete pedigrees, merely the outline of names of ancestors). 

Numerous other amendments are merely pro-forma changes 
in wording in line with the proposed changes in titles of of- 
ficers. Some of the wording to be changed holds over from 
the time the Association maintained several separate offices 
for the transaction of its business. 

PUBLIC SALE ETHICS 


Recognizing the importance of the public sale and its com- 
manding position in the market for registered animals, the 
Executive Committee has offered an amendment designed to 
cope with occasional hurtful infractions of the recognized 
ethics of the sale business. 

All will agree that like the purebred business itself, the pub- 
lic sale as a marketing institution is dependent upon public 
confidence and no one will dispute that the practices listed in 
the resolution are bad business. There will be differences of 
opinion, however, as to the wisdom of setting up such a sug- 
gestive list of banned practices in our by-laws when they are 
already broadly covered in Article I, Section II relating to dis- 
cipline for fraud and sharp practice. 
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Full enforcement of the proposed rule would seem to ne. 
Secretary Norton advises by letter that this is not the intent 
wessitate the Association’s setting itself up as a police agency. 
of the present amendment; that it is rather the desire of the Ex. 
eoutive Committee on advice of Counsel to provide by this 
means the authorization of specific powers to enable it to deal 
with future cases of flagrant abuse. 

Our first reaction upon reading this proposed amendment 
‘was in favor of it; its objectives seemed wholly desirable, yet 
the question kept coming up as to whether it would be wise or 
desirable to adopt specific by-laws with the announced intent 
of only limited enforcement; whether it is possible to legislate 
good practices. 

The public sale business obviously has its problems in the 
effort to satisfy both buyer and seller. We think it would be 
unfortunate, however, if the discussion on the floor of this 
Convention conveyed the idea that Holstein sales in general 
were in crying need of stern regulation. The growth of this 
mode of selling is testimony to the fact that breeders do not 
lack confidence in it. ’ 

We already have a code of ethics for public sales, pains 
takingly framed by a committee of the Purebred Dairy Cattle 
association and formally approved by our Board of Directors. 
If our Executive Committee now feels that it is not sufficiently 
specific in its recommendations, would it not be logical to bring 
the subject before the next meeting of the All-Breed group for 
further study and action? After all, the problems under dis- 
cussion are by no means unique to our breed. 

REDUCING NUMBER OF DELEGATES 

Secretary Norton sponsors an amendment to effect a re 
duction in the size of the delegate body. This would be 
accomplished by basing the delegates from each district upon 
one, plus one additional for each 250 active members. The 
present basis in one, plus one for each 150 active members. 

This was discussed quite at length editorially in our issue 
of March 6, 1948. This gave something of the history of the 
delegate numbers under the various basing systems that have 
been used. The number eligible for this year is 151. Under 
the Norton amendment that would be reduced to 112. The 
reduction would come principally at the expense of the larger 
states. 


We recently received an interesting letter from a member 
in Michigan, calling attention to the fact that the Norton 
plan would take 30 delegates from the seven largest states; 
nine from the rest of the districts, with no reduction whatever 
from the 25 smallest states. He figured it out that each dele 
gate from the seven largest states would be representing 216 
members, while each delegate from the 25 smallest states would 
be representing only 27 members. This is a ratio of 8 to l. 
At present it is 5 to 1. His suggestion was to limit delegate 
representation to states having 10 or more members and then 
use a 1 to 200 basis, which would produce 116 delegates on 
this year’s count. 

Counsel, of course, would rule this plan out as uncom 
stitutional, as it would completely disfranchise the members 
from 9 districts. The Association has always leaned over 
backwards to avoid that. Even a proposal at Springfield last 
year to group some of the smaller states or to attach them 
adjoining states was roundly defeated on the floor. The 
alternative suggestion we offered in our March 6 editorial for 
confining eligibility for delegate service to active members has 
been informally ruled out by Counsel Horn as impairing @ 
fundamental right of membership. The suggestion made by 
our correspondent would go much farther in that direction. 


We see no reason why a representative delegate body of 
116 would not function just as efficiently as the larger preset 
number, and if we were voting we would support it. 
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COLORS THAT BAR REGISTRY 


Messrs. Waltner, Lockhart and Egbers, of the State of 
Washington offer an amendment of the color marking rule, 

roposing to strike out the present provisions which bar 
“plack in switch” and “one or more legs encircled with black 
touching the hoof.” 


This subject last came up at the Columbus convention in 
1944, and we think in rather better form. There it was pro- 
by Secretery Norton to change the color rule by sub- 
stituting “black switch” for “black in switch” and combining 
the two present leg marking rules into one which would read 
“solid black at the hoof head on one or more legs.” 


With the trend continuing toward breeding dark colored’ 
animals, we are losing to the breed too many desirable calves 
that may lack the few necessary white hairs at the hoof to 
make them eligible for registry. The so-called maintainence 
of the breed trade-mark. valuable as it is, must be balanced 
against these losses for reasons which many breeders regard’ 
as trivial. Perhaps the delegates would want to consider 
further into the revolutionary substitute offered by Frank 
Decker at Columbus to scrap all the present color rules and 
simply provide that our animals shall be black or white or 
any combination thereof (period). That suggestion is not 
completely foolish. 


It is a good thing to review this subject occasionally, even 
though no changes have been made in the color marking by- 
law since 1928. 


RESOLUTIONS PROPOSED 


Two resolutions are on the agenda. From the California 
Holstein-Friesian Association comes an official invitation to 
hold the 1949 Convention in San Francisco. The resolution 
would urge the Board of Directors to accept this invitation. 
There is a great deal of sentiment in favor of going to Cali- 
fornia in their centennnial year. 


George L. Burri, of Idaho, offers a resolution designed to 
get action on his previously approved (1946) resolution calling

Oleo Report 


After the greatest campaign of chestnut pulling in history 
in which housewives have been worked up into a dither over 








illusory benefits to be achieved, and newspapers and mag 
zines that should have known better have joined in the irre 
sistible outcry, the oleo interests are on the verge of attaining 
their goal of many years—repeal of the regulatory taxes on 
their product. 

The repeal bills were brought before the House by peti- 
tion and promptly passed April 28 by a vote of 206 to 107. In 
the Senate, a short battle took place over whether the repeal 
bill should be referred to the Agriculture or Finance Commit. 
tees. Senator Vandenburg, presiding, ruled for the Agriculture 
committee. After two days of acrimonious debate (the Agri- 
culture committee was regarded as more friendly to the dairy- 
men’s position) this decision was over-ruled May 5 by a vote of 
47 to 30. First action of the Finance Committee was to apply 
gag rule by limiting time for public hearing:on the question 
to two (2) days. The dairy industry is raising strong objection 
to this limitation, but that is where is stands as of this writing 
on May 8. 

Watch for a continuance of the oleo battle in the follow. 
ing 21 states, which have state laws prohibiting or restricting 
sale of colored oleo: California, Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, 
Iowa, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Montana, New 
Hampshire, North Dakota, New York, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Dakota, Vermont, Washington, Wisconsin and 
Wyoming. New Jersey had such laws but recently repealed 
them.

FIVE-‘STATE BRUCELLOSIS 
EXPERIMENT FOUNDED 

Dr. T. C. Green, of Charleston, state 
veterinarian of West Virginia, has been 
named director of a five-state joint ex- 
periment for determining the value of 
Huddleson mucoid vaccine as a means of 
preventing brucellosis (Bang’s disease) 
infection in cattle. 

The experiment, first of its kind ever 
to be inaugurated by an inter-state group, 
will be under the auspices of the West 
Virginia Department of Agriculture. 
State veterinarians of Maryland, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia 
will direct the experiments to take place 
at Victor Farms in Jefferson county, W. 
Va. 

This project was

generosity of Mr. R. J. 
industrialist and owner of 

Ransom, W. Va., who is 
furnishing a 160-acre farm, all building 
and feed facilities for carrying out the 
experiment, and in addition, under-wrote 
the project in the amount of $20,000 for 
the purchase of livestock and other neces- 
sities required in the experiment. 

The vaccine to be used in the experi- 
ment has been developed by Dr. I. Forest 
Huddleson, research professor in bacter- 
iology at Michigan State College. 

Sixty-five head of heifers, eight to ten 
months old, are being selected from 
brucellosis-free herds for the experiment 
scheduled to begin on or about June 1, 
Dr. Green announced. 
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Associate directors of the experiment 
include: Dr. H. C. Givens, state veterin- 
arian of Virginia, Richmond, Va.; Dr. H. 
G. Geyer, state veterinarian of Ohio, 
Columbus, O.; Dr. C. P. Bishop, director 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry of 
Pennsylvania, Harrisburg, Pa.,and Dr. 
A. L. Brueckner, director of Livestock 
Sanitary Service, College Park, Maryland. 

J. B. McLaughlin, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, Charleston, West Virginia, 
was named chairman of the finance and 
economic advisory committee for the ex- 
periment. Members are Edward Jenkins, 
Red Gate Farm, Millwood, Virginia, and 
Taylor Fithian, manager of Victor Farms, 
Charles Town, West Virginia. 

The technical committee is headed by 
Dr. B. H. Edginton of the Ohio Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, Columbus, 
Ohio.

Othe 
good producers include a half-sister to 
Inka Supreme Posch who milked 15,000 
Ibs. with her first calf—and another per- 
sistent producer that, while never going 
above 65 Ibs. a day, turned out a total 
of 18,000 Ibs. of 3.4% milk, last year 
and will have 20,000 or better this year, 

Norm is keeping about 70 head at the 
present time—29 milkers, with 21 of the 
29 in heifer form are turning out 16 cans 
a day. The herd is in DHIA and HiR, 

As mentioned earlier the barn is 4 
big one built not many years ago and 
it is unique in several ways. The main 
floor consists of the stanchions and pens. 
It is now in the process of remodel. 
ing and when complete will have 77 
stanchions and 13 box stalls. The stable 
1s commodious and will easily house 
many more than the 70 head now oc. 
cupying it. 

It is light and well ventilated with 
many windows, a veritable sun_ parlor. 

The barn is “L” shaped and on the 
second floor one leg of the “L” pro 
vides hay and feed storage. Norm in- 
stalled a home made hay drier in one 
end of the mow and he swears by his 
method of hay curing. Incidentally he 
uses a field harvester and is a firm be 
liever in mechanizing every possible 
operation. For feed storage there are 
8 large feedrooms, each capable of hold 
ing half a carload of grain I am told. 
The present operation does not call for 
such quantities of grain but the er 
closed feed rooms are available for other 
purposes also. 

The other leg of the “L” holds a sec 
ond and then a third floor as well. The 
second floor is used for machinery 
storage with plenty of room for every 
and any piece of equipment on the 
farm. Here also is the shop room- 
and lots of space left over. The third 
floor provides accommodations for 300 
hens. 

You will readily see that this is some 
building—and very handy in many ways 
One drawback, as Norm says, is that 
he’s “putting all his eggs in one basket’ 
with the multiple-purpose building. 

If you should happen to stop at Bonte 
cou you'll be interested in this set-up and 
in the modern ideas of the owner. 


KELEJE FARMS 

Near Millerton, N. Y., on the eo 
side of the Hudson is the establishment 
of Kenneth L. and William D. Jeffrey 
proprietors of Keleje (pronounced Kel: 
éjee) Farms. The two Jeffreys «om 
prise a father and son combination wh 
has gone a long way since theif firs 
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purebreds were purchased in 1937. 

Kenneth L., the father, was a real 
estate broker in or near New York for 
a number of years. He was born and 
raised on a farm, made frequent trips 
to the country, and decided in the 
middle 1930’s that he’d rather farm it 
than continue city living. He was backed 
up in this decision by his wife and son 
William and the farm at Millerton was 
purchased. Since then an _ adjoining 
farm has been added to bring the total 
acreage to 500. 

Starting with 10 purchased Canadians 
in 1937 the present herd has been built 
up to a point where the barns are 
bulging with 126 head, including 73 
old enough to be milking this fall. 
Bulls used, especially in late years, are 
strongly Carnation and perhaps the herd 
could safely be named as a Governor of 
Carnation herd. 

Following the initial use of a grand- 
son of Sir Inka May and another sire, 
King Bessie Ormsby Shekomeko, the 
Jeffreys purchased Osborndale Sir Joseph 
Ormsby May from Frank Young, 
Amenia, N. Y., in 1941. This Osborn- 
dale bull carried some great breeding 
—his sire was Sir Bess Ormsby May (sire 
c{ the Gold Medal “May 2d) and his dam 
was a 722-Ib., 4.1% testing daughter of 
Sir Piebe Inka May Fayne, son of Sir 
Inka May. Every spot in his pedigree 
carries production and he himself was 
favorably proved prior to his demise. 

As is often the case a home-bred sire 
was used as a youngster and then dis- 
posed of before his true value was ap- 
preciated. This youngster was Governor 
Alto Burke, a son of Carnation Gover- 
nor Ourvilla (Governor of Carnation son 
used so favorably by J. Stanley Pulver, 
also of Millerton). The Burke bull has 
three tested daughters whose actual 2X 
production averages 535.37 fat, 3.56%, 
15,013 milk in heifer form. One daugh- 
ter, Keleje Alta Queen, has 620.9 fat, 
2.7%, 16,617 on 2X as a junior 4-year- 
old in HIR. All of the daughters of 
this bull showed a substantial increase 
over the dam. 

Now present at the farm are Carna- 
tion Double Governor and Duke of 
Kelej—each at home in his bull pen and 
each worthy of the visitor’s considera- 
ton. Carnation Double Governor, as 
you may guess a double grandson of 
Governor of Carnation, was born March 
24, 1945, and was purchased direct from 
Carnation Farms as a calf of 9 months. 
He is by the 3-times All-American Car- 
ration Governor Imperial and from 
Carnation Homestead Inka Letta, a 623- 
lb., 3X, 3-year-old daughter from a Sir 
Inka May dam whose full sister has 
1071 Ibs. fat, 4.% test. A full sister to 
Double Governor recently completed a 
Ist-calf record at 2 years of 573.3 fat 
from 15,384 Ibs. of 3.7% milk in 365 
days on 8X. 

Duke of Keleje is a son of Carnation 
Governor Ourvilla from a daughter of 
Carnation Inka Pohlcrest, a favorably 
Proved sire. Since the Ourvilla bull is 
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favorably proved, and Duke’s maternal 
brother was also favorably proved at 
Keleje, this leaves the Duke with favor- 
ably proved sires all around him on the 
pedigree. 

The Ourvilla bull who has been crop- 
ping up in this story deserves some at- 
tention himself. He was owned and 
used in the neighboring Pleasant View 
Farm herd of J. Stanley Pulver for a num- 
ber of years and produced some really 
good offspring, including sires now 
proved and many female members of the 
Pulver herd. He also left some good 
stuff at Keleje as a result of a neighborly 
agreement between the two farms. Our- 
villa was a Governor son purchased by 
Mr. Pulver in 1935—at one time all but 
three of the 45 cows then in the Pulver 
herd were his descendants. His dam was 
the 1009-lb daughter of the 1328-Ib. 
Carnation Ormsby Nellie, former U. S. 
champion fat producer. Ourvilla died 
in 1941. 


At the farm where the bulls are kept 
I saw a line of good old cows—some of 
them part of the original foundation 
herd. Here too were some Double Gov- 
ernor heifers and other young stock ex- 
ercising in the sunny yard. 

Over at the adjoining farm was the 
majority of the milking herd including 
8 Duke daughters. In this barn the 
calves are maintained in individual tie 
stalls until about 4 months of age— 
@ method the Jefferys think very highly 


of with its advantages obtained by the is- 
olation of the calves from each other, 
protection from drafts, etc. The calves 
in the lineup were mainly Duke and 
Double Governor offspring showing 
healthy and well grown. 


This Keleje Farm has several broad, 
well drained meadows but some of the 
acreage lays in such a manner that ero- 
sion could! easily become a problem. The 
Jefferys have therefore become interested 
in soil conservation work and their 
farm is one in ten in Duchess County 
which has been cited for outstanding ad- 
vances in erosion control. Contour farm- 
ing is a science and it is amazing to what 
an extent the human eye can be in er- 
ror as to the degree (and even direction) 
of slope on a given hillside. We drove 
around the boundaries while the Jefferys

pointed out contours as outlined by the 
engineers. Many of the contour lines, 
although absolutely level by transit, gave 
the impression of being on a considerable 
slant—an optical illusion. 


The Jefferys, as you may gather from 
the foregoing, are progressive farmers and 
breeders. They’re in DHIA and have 
been in HIR since 1943. Kenneth Jef- 
iery is president of the large and active 
Eastern New York Holstein Club and 
Bill sparked their this year’s membership 
drive. When these father and son com- 
binations click they’re hard to beat. 


J. STANLEY PULVER 


The Pulver homestead is _ called 
Pleasant View Farm—and never was a 
place better named. Leaving Miller- 
ton I drove up a long incline, follow- 
ing instructions obtained at the village 
diner to “look for a nice farm up near 
the summit with white-painted build- 
ings.” The farm is visible for a consider- 
able distance and presents a picture of 
neatness and prosperity. 


Mrs. Pulver was in New York for the 
day so I found her husband and their 
two young sons just completing a quick 
lunch—the kind the men always have 
when the cook is away. During a chat 
over the dining room table I learned, 
much to my own interest, that Mr. Pul- 
ver’s father had purchased some founda- 
tion animals in the early 1900’s from a 
firm at Liverpool, N. Y., known as the 
Stevens Brothers-Hastings Company. One 
of the Stevens brothers, of course, is the 
Holstein veteran, Ward Stevens, and the 
Hastings referred to in the firm name 
is my father. Mr. Pulver couldn’t re- 
member whether they considered the 
animals good ones but I’m sure they 
must have been. 


Stanley Pulver has thus been on a 
Holstein farm, and owned Holsteins, 
all his life and when he bought his 
present farm some years back he brought 
his herd along. The entire herd is 
home-bred—the last female purchased 
Was many years ago. As mentioned 
earlier (in the Keleje Farm article) this 
is a Carnation herd at one time made 
up nearly 100% of descendents of the 
Ourvilla bull. His daughters and grand- 
daughters are still in the herd—in fact 
a son of lis was used and proved here 
following Ourvilla’s death in 1941. The 
son referred to, known as the “Joe” bull, 
was Stanver Governor Ormsby Joe from 
a granddaughter of North Star Joe 
Homestead and Matador Segis Ormsby. 
“Joe” left some good stuff and when 
proved was sold to Connecticut to an 
artificial breeding association. 


Examples of the work these two bulls 
turned out are plentiful in the herd. 
1 saw a big milky Joe daughter, with 
an exceptional udder, who is milking a 
can a day now and last year had an HIR 
record of 645 fat with a 3.8% test. An 
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Ourvilla daughter in the milking string, 
still young, has two records over 600 
fat and milked up to 80 Ibs. a day last 
year—and there are many more in the 
herd just as good. Both DHIA and HIR 
testing is done with last year’s HIR av- 
erage on £X at about 470 fat on some 
35 or 40 milkers. Recently the test- 
ing station reports showed three consecu- 
tive months with the 40 milkers produc- 
ing an average 4% test. 


A sire recently disposed of, but used 
heavily before his death, was Cornell 
Quality Ruben, classified Very Good. He 
was a son of Shelter Valley Quality, and 
from Cornell Pledge Rachel, a daughter 
of Cornell Pride 16th with 715 Ibs. fat, 
4% test, at 2 years on 3X. Among the 
good-type youngsters he left here is a 
young bull soon to be used in the herd— 
he’s a real showy fellow with produc- 
tion backing, from one of the good Our- 
villa daughters. 

Main sire at the place now is Cashman 
High Honor. High Honor was the top- 
priced bull for County Club Sales in 
1946, going through the E N Y Club 
Sale ring for $1,550 on October 5th, 1946. 
That particular sale, with an average of 
$591.95 on 60 head, was the top club sale 
in the country, and this consignment 
from Cashman Farms led the way. 

The bull, now two years old, is a 
Governor cf Carnation grandson through 
Carnation Hilight (from a Matador Se- 
gis Ormsby, I1111-lb. daughter) and is 


from Lauxmont Admiral Honor Girl, 
former Pennsylvania State Champ and 
Class Leader in 1943 and 1944 in the 
Honor List. She has several good rec- 
ords including two over 900 lbs., with 
one of these being made as a heifer. Her 
sire is Admiral Lauxmont (Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes Again-New Year Belle) 
and her dam is Lauxmont Rag Apple 
Homestead, Montvic Rag Apple Nether- 
land daughter with 628 fat at 26 months 
of age. 

We stepped out in the barn yard in 
the warm spring sun to see several High 
Honor heifers, including his oldest born 
in November, 1947. There’s a_ nice 
bunch of heifers coming along to join 
the milking herd at Pleasant View Farm.

“CROSSING THE BAR” 


The following splendid tribute to one 
of our popular west coast breeders was 
written by Walter Miller of the Editorial 
Staff of Western Dairy Journal and ap- 
peared in the May issue of that magazine: 
“April 3 brought the curtain down on 
the final act of a most unusual character 
—O. Benton Shafer, 1872-1948, known 
among readers of this publication as the 
founder of Edjoben Holsteins. At the 
outset, it may be said that Edjoben as a 
breeding institution is being carried on 
by two adopted sons—Eddie Chester and 
Johnnie Shafer. In fact, within weeks 
previous to his death, Dr. Shafer had 
added to the acreage of Edjoben to pro 
vide more alfalfa and permanent pasture. 
The boys will use every device to in- 
crease the herd and advance the general 
average in type and production. 

Few men knew Dr. Shafer in the true 
sense of the word, for his attainments 
were many and unusual. Even though 
much of his life was devoted to the en 
tertainment field, both stage and screen, 
he found time to expand his facilities for 
living through degrees in medicine, law 
and psychiatry. Yet, his greatest passion 
found expression in the good he could 
do along the way. This took the form 
of aid through adoption or otherwise and 
extended to more than 70 boys, some 
orphans, others out of broken homes, giv- 
ing them a steady start along the road 
to useful and successful business and pro 
fessional lives. 


His passing was so calm and orderly 
as to give rise to the thought that Dr. 
Shafer had an uncanny control over his 
own destiny. His affairs, business and 
domestic, were in perfect condition. He 
had selected his burial place in the Be 
mont Memorial Cemetery at Fresn0, 
Calif. He had engaged the one who wa 
to pronounce the funeral services—Mn. 
Vira Jewel Paxton of Los Angeles, ont 
with whom he was in complete under 
standing regarding the here and the 
hereafter, according to his own phi 
osophy.

That is as he would hare 
had it. At the close of the chapel sé

DANISH SYSTEM OF JUDGING 
STUDIED 


M. B. Nichols, Extension Dairyman, 
Washington State College, Pullman, 
Washington, has recently conducted a 
survey requesting opinion of officials of 
the dairy associations as to what should 
constitute the three classes, “blue,” “red,” 
and “white” generally designated under 
the Danish grouping system of judging. 
He reports that the various breed associa- 
tion officials are quite unanimous in 
agreeing that the blue ribbon Danish 
group should be composed of animals 
scoring 85 points or above, red ribbon ani- 
mals to score from 80 to 85 points, and 
white ribbon animals from 70 to 80 
points on the score card. Although Mr. 
Nichols has made no mention of a fourth 
group pink ribbon for animals scoring 
less than 70 score card points, most shows 
unfortunately would afford candidates 
which score under 70 points. 

Extension Dairyman Nichols, who for 
many years has observed and participated 
in Danish system judging, recommends 
“in the group classes or individual ani- 
mals” placings be made on the 1-2-3-4- 
basis. The judge then gives detailed rea- 
sons and makes comparisons between the 
animals. 

Following this, the Danish system is 
used to designate these divisions (groups) 
—blue, red and white ribbon groups. 

He has found this combination of 
dassification and competitive show-ring 
placings works out very well and contri- 
butes more to ringside audiences than 
either the straight 1-2-3-4- competitive 
placing or the grouping through Danish 
system operated separately. 

Such a combined system of Danish 
grouping and competitive placing offers 
basis for awarding a championship at 
shows where prizes are available for 
champions as the first place animal (in 
the original class placing) is eligible to 
compete for breed championship. 

Nichols strongly urges setting up of 
county 4-H Club herds composed of six 
animals (all females of one breed) with 
no less than three owners represented. 
He has also found a very great interest 
in and useful purpose served by offering 
of attractive premiums and awards in 
fitting and showing contests at all junior 
shows. A fitting and showing contest is 
staged for each breed and the sweep- 
stakes award to the outstanding show- 
man is finally awarded after completion 
participated in by the first prize winner 
(fitting and showing) from each dairy 
breed.

Mill Feeds. Prices on mill feeds dur- 
ing April across the country varied in 
accordance with demand, which was 
rather spotty. Dried beet pulp, and oil 
meals were wholesaling in April at about 
the same prices as in March, while meat 
scraps (50%) were about $5 lower, at $105 

r ton. Dried brewers’ grains were 
down to $64.50 and standard bran was 
up to $78 per ton on April 22. Indica- 
tions are that no great changes in prices 
of these products will occur in the near 
future, although bran should drop when 
cattle go on pasture, inasmuch as its 
price is quite a bit out of line consid- 
ering the nutrient value. 

Milk and Milk Products. In the next 
decade we are going to see a widespread 
increase in dairying in the South, where 
the new crop diversification’ now under 
way will make it possible to produce 
milk much more cheaply than in the 
North. In many areas pasture can be 
provided 12 months of the year, while 
in others 10 months of pasturing are pos- 
sible. The use of fluid milk is increasing 
in the South, but manufactured by- 
products probably will take most of the 
increased production. The directors of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America will do well to put more “pres- 
sure” on their campaign to sell the South 
on Holsteins. Now is the time—tomor- 
row may be too late, as the other breed 
associations are very much alive to the 
possibilities. 

Total milk production in the U.S. for 
March was the lowest since 1941, and 
this fact made the dairy industry pessi- 


_mistic about the future, since drops in 


production generally mean lost markets. 
Then also, there is danger that a drouth, 
long overdue based on the law of aver- 
ages, may cause further losses in produc- 
tion. March production per capita was 
only 2.05 pounds, well below the 10-year 
average of 2.21 pounds. Milk prices are 
due to drop seasonally, but profits will 
continue to be good for the dairyman 
who has a high producing herd and 
knows how to get the utmost feeding 
value from the crops he raises. 


Well, the oleo gang having obtained 
the support of their erstwhile friends, the 
Southern congressmen, were triumphant 
in having the oleo tax repeal bill passed 
in the House on April 28—but they still 
face a big fight to put it over in the 
Senate. The war forced the oleo makers 
to use cottonseed and soybean oil in place 
of the cheaper coconut oil they used to 
get from the islands of the Pacific, so for 
years they have been working on the 
Southern farmers to get them to back 
them as “hired mercenaries” in the battle 
against the tax, the only thing that re- 
strained them from foisting upon the pub- 
lic “the better spread” (copied directly from 
an oleo ad) as they like to call their so- 
called better than butter concoction. The 
Southern farmers will be laughing out of

the other corner of their mouths when 
the oleo makers drop them like hot po- 
tatoes as quick as they can get coconut 
oil at the old prewar prices, and that 
will not be long. They are already 
working to have the tariff lowered on 
coconut oils. With them anything goes, 
so long as it pays dividends. 

Beef Cattle. Everyone, but the packing 
house workers union, now knows that 
their strike has been a failure, because 
the demands were out of line as evi- 
denced by the increasing numbers of men 
going back to their jobs. That the 


President's Fact Finding Board should 
agree that the packers offer of a 9 cent 
an hour raise (29 cents was demanded) 
was fair is clear evidence of the unfair- 
ness of the demands of unions that pour 
out reams of rantings about holding 
down the cost of living and do everything 
in their power to boost it.

Prices on feeders continue 
too high for farmers to take a chance on 
top quality feeders. Best advice stjjj 
seems to be: feed medium quality steers 
for short periods. 


Hogs. Prices on hogs in Chicago 
varied up and down during April with 
the bulk of hogs selling for the most 
part between $18.50 and $22.50 with a 
high top of $24 on the 24th and a Jow 
top for the month of $21.75 on the 19th, 
when farmers unloaded the greatest 
number of hogs in Chicago since the 
strike of packinghouse workers began, 
As we said last month, raising hogs will 
continue to be profitable if proper feed. 
ing and management methods are foj- 
lowed. 


Lambs. Prices ‘received for lambs in 
Chicago rose steadily during the month 
of April from a low top of $22.25 on 
April 1 to a high of $26.50 on the 20th 
and 2Ist. Short supply of feeding lambs 
will doubtless force a more or less steady 
rise in the prices received for lambs in 
the next few months, at least. 


Poultry and Eggs. Average prices re 
ceived for eggs by farmers in mid-March 
had dropped from the mid-February 
price of 45 cents per dozen, to 42.6 cents, 
still the highest March price on record, 
the 10-year average being 23.9 cents. The 
seasonal trend for eggs is downward in 
most parts of the country, except in the 
Pacific Coast markets where prices are 
holding steady. Chicken prices on the 
other hand averaged 27.2 cents per pound 
live weight on March 15 as compared 
with 26 cents a month earlier, making a 
new 39 year top. Average turkey prices 
dropped slightly to 37 cents. Storage 
stocks of turkeys dropped to 70 million 
pounds on March 1 as compared with 
126 million pounds a year earlier. Tur 
key hatcheries report active movement 
of poults at about 20% below last year's 
numbers. The demand for broiler chicks 
was strong during March, with that for 
other chicks about 18% under that of 
last March. With prices on chick feeds 
still at high levels, smart poultry raisers 
will save about 15% of the feed bill for 
growing pullets by providing good stands 
of Ladino, alfalfa, and brome grass pas 
tures during the growing season. 


Farm Machinery. Tractors and most 
kinds of farm machinery are as scarce as 
“hen’s teeth,” and the black market is 
flourishing. In some areas corn planters 
are bringing three times the list prices 
and combines 50% more than list; Second 
hand machine prices at auction sales, 
however, are on the down grade. Tractor 
mounted sprayers and fertilizer spreaders 
in a wide variety of styles seem to be 
available in more than required supply. 
A lot of farmers are buying tractor 
mounted spraying equipment with swing 
ing spray booms up to 36 feet in total 
length. With these they can spray weed: 
and bug-killing sprays on pastures and 
row crops. This is smart farming and 
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indicates the further trend in mechaniza- 
tion. ‘ 
Gasoline. In the oil industry it is be- 
ing noised about that communities should 
take immediate action if adequate sup- 
plies of gasoline are to be assured the 
farmers in the Corn Belt and spring 
wheat areas during this growing season. 
Qur advice is to keep storage tanks 
stocked to full capacity and to have all 
tractor carburetors adjusted to use the 
minimum possible amount of gas consis- 
tent with proper operation.

NEW PENNSYLVANIA BANG’S 
PLAN 


A committee of Pennsylvania beef cat- 
tle breeders and dairy farmers have unan- 
imously approved a revised and expanded 
plan of the State Department of 
Agriculture for control and eradication of 
brucellosis or Bang’s disease of cattle. 

For the first time in this State any 
herd owner may now participate in 
Bang’s elimination through the aid of 
Supervised calfhood vaccination alone. 
This participation may even be through 
a plan that does not require the im- 
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mediate blood tesuing of adult animals, 
according to State Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Miles Horst, who counseled with 
the farmer committee organized by the 
State Dairymen’s Association. 

~ The State Bureau of Animal Industry 
has givea its unqualified approval to 
calfhood vaccination in control of Bang’s 
disease, greatest scourge of cattle in the 
State, the Secretary explained. Previously 
this method had been available to rela- 
trvely few herd owners who were coin- 
bating the disease on what is known as 
the individual herd plan. 


Under the revised farmer-approved 
pian, however, supervised calf vaccina- 
tion may be practiced also by those who 
have been using the area test plan, he 
declared. 


“With the approval by dairy and beef 
cattle leaders I look for a beneficial ex- 
pansion of the entire Bang’s disease con- 
trol program,” the Secretary said, “It is a 
farmers’ program. It is the greatest for 
ward step that has occurred in many 
years to stimulate action and bring us 
nearer to the time when all herds can 
come under supervision and this terrible 
disease can be wiped out in Pennsylvania.”

School of Agriculture, who has had a deep 
interest in Clyde Hill, has this to say 
about this Missouri establishment: “It is 
pretty largely what we would call a home- 
bred herd, but combines type, production, 
longevity and reproduction in a fashion 
that is the dream of most breeders. In 
fact very few herds accomplish the high 
level of success with respect to these 
four points that Clyde Hill has attained. 
the breeding program itself is very 
intriguing. It i¢ a beautifully interwoven 
linebreeding program. The fact that so 
many of the cattle have lived and repro- 
duced for a long time has made this pos- 
sible. 

“There are not very many matings such 
as sire to daughter, etc., but there are 
a lot of first and second cousin matings, 
and also half-brother and half-sister mat- 
ings. The interesting thing is that the 
herd seems to have those qualities so 
strongly bred into it that these close sys- 
tems of breeding result in improvement 
or maintenance of this splendid type and 
production so characteristic in the ances- 
tors. Finally, I think it is one of the 
most Outstanding Holstein herds in the 
United States.”
